the Board of Managers pursuant to the Condominium
Act, liens granted to Governmental Authorities
which, pursuant to applicable law, are granted a
priority and all sums unpaid on a first mortgage of
record. Such Landlord's Lien shall be enforceable
by Landlord only if Landlord shall have elected, in
accordance with Section 42.09(a), to pursue its
rights and remedies against such Defaulting Unit
Owner."™
